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JANUARY 29TH 

On this day, January 29, 1871, the Germans accepted the surrender of 
the forts around Paris and the great siege was at an end, Five days pre- 
viously Jules Favre had visited the German headquarters to arrange for a 
capitulation, and armistice. The city of Paris was compelled to pay a war 
contribution of two hundred million francs, and was 
al ed to provision itself, The end of all resources 
in Paris had more or less been reached before bom- 
bardment signalled an end to the siege. . With a 
touch of that “frightfulness” exhibited during the 
Creat Var German military commanders had 
ther needlessly dropped shells into the inhabited 
quarters of Paris. All through the darkness of the 
night these huge masses of metal had roared into 
ihe city, smashing monuments, hospitals, buildings 
and +) ing men, women and children indiscrimin- 
ately It 1s doubtful whether it hastened the fall 
of Paris by a single day, Cold, hunger and disease 
had worn the people out. In this respect the Gov- 
ernment had much to regret, having, in guilty im- 
providence, allowed provisions of all kinds to be 
‘ wasted at the beginning of the siege. Thirty 
FAVRE grammes of horse flesh with a little indescribable 
bread was the daily ration. The animals from the Zoological Gardens and 
all other four-legged possessions that could be killed for food had been 
voraciously consumed. Epidemics raged more furiously every day. Small- 
pox swept away over 64,000 during the six months of the siege, Infant mor- 
tality was appalling, approaching three thousand during the week before 
the surrender. The horrors of a great siege are better imagined than 
described and with the lessons of the last war not yet entirely dissipated we
